cents a gallon. They were just able to start the 
sale on the same day that the local Milwaukee 
dealers cut their price. The next day it was 
announced that the objective had been obtained, 
and that the city sale of gasoline would stop, 
having "forced the price down." Now the in- 
cident is embalmed in the archives of the social- 
ist party, for use at the next election as proof 
of the great service to the people of the social- 
ists. The whole incident needs no comment. It 
was a patent effort to seize upon a situation for 
political exploitation, and the deduction which 
will be drawn from it for political use is plainly 
false. But it may go strong in another year, 
when election comes around again—unless the 
price of gas has gone back in the meantime.
